Great Lakes Carbon Corporation started in August to 
strip top aoil and overburden on their Palos Verdes 
Radar Hill diatomite deposit. Actual removal of the diato- 
jnite for processing at the Dicalite mill, near, Walteria, is

expected to start in the 
near future, according "o E. A. 
Harris, operations manager of 
the Dicalite Division.

Granting nt a permit 
this mining operation 
a grnat public furor several 
months ago on the part of 
resident* in the South Bay 
area. Numerous hearing* he- 
fore the County Board of 
StipervlHorH were held on the 
Issue. The permit was grant2 
ed 'finally, by a narrow-mar­ 
gin vote.

To Protect Resident* 
Harris stated .that original 

plans were to start the opera­ 
tion sooner, but that additional 
time was required for the 
necessary planning and en­ 
gineering.

An exploratory survey was 
made of the deposit site of 
approximately 165 acres so that

operation of the borrow pit
could be planned in a way that 
would not disturb the commun­ 
ity.

All operations will be accord­ 
ing to the conditions of the 
permit. Actual operation will be 
limited to an area of only 6 
acres exposed at any one time. 

Installation of facilities and 
equipment has been going on 
quietly for some months and 
In now CM>mpl«>te. A private 
road !<>ading to the deposit 
site was graded and surfaced 
to prevent dust bctinig raised 
by passing vehicles.

On this road, next (o the 
building stone plant and the 
old radar station, Great Lakes 
Carbon Corporation installed 
a weighing and cleaning sta­ 
tion for loaded trucks, in-
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eluding a 100,000-gallon water 
storage tank.
The water system to supply 

the operation is in itself a con­ 
siderable project. Over a mile 
of pipe was lafd, leading to the 
storage tank and on past this 
to the deposit site. Frequent 
sprinkling with water over the 
working area of the deposit will 
be carried on.

After leaving the deposit, a 
truck loaded with diatomite will 
stop at the "truck shower" sta­ 
tion where by means of an 
automatic spray all diatomite 
will be washed from the body 
and running gear. Top of the 
truck will be tightly closed 
with a canvas cdver.

The large storage tank was 
installed so that wa*ter ran be 
drawn from it during tihe 
working day with a minimum 
coming directly from the 
public supply mains. This in 
to prevent lowered pressure 
for home supply. Storage in 
the water tank will be re­ 
plenished by night pumping. 
Planting of the trees and 

scrubs to screen the deposit 
site is completed. The planting 
is in a band approximately 150 
feet wide and completely sur­ 
rounds the deposit site.

'Unusual Measure*' 
Thin installation of facilities 

and equipment is unusually 
complete for an operation of 
this type, Harris stated. "Using 
ideas developed during the pre­ 
liminary survey and engineer­ 
ing work we are going farther 
than originally planned," he 
said. "We want to be a good 
neighbor besides meeting obli­ 
gations assumed when our per­ 
mit was granted."

Pay $ft Per Week
Mothers at the meeting made 

the point that they may have 
to leave their jobs if the Care 
Center is killed. The mothers 
pay about $5 per week for each 
child ca'red for, and the state 
pays the rest. Two private 
care, schools have listed their 
prices at $12.50 per child per 
week while another has set its 
rate at $20 or $25 per week, ac­ 
cording to one of the mothers.

School district representatives 
stated that the average cost for 
private care is $2 per day, per 
child.

Continuation of the Care Cen­ 
ter will not cost local taxpayers 
any additional money, it was 
brought out, because the legis­ 
lature has appropriated funds 
to continue Day Care in the 
state through June, 1955.
